years of work carried out en 
the Santa Ana river by Or­ 
ange, Riverside and San Bernar­ 
dine counties in eo-operatien with 
the state, a pre jest for the expen­ 
diture af approximately $80,008^000 
for const met ion af flood centre! 
and water eeneervatien works will 
be placed before the voters af the 
three counties in the near future- 
state Engineer Edward Hyatt 
Jr., will file with the California leg 
«stature and 
present .to Governor 
C. C. Young in the near future a 
comprehensive report covering the 
Investigations on the 
Santa Ana 
river and setting forth what will be 
possible and 
economical in flood 
control work. 
The three counties have worked 
with tho state forces in financing 
and carrying out the work. which 
is estimated to have coat approxi­ 
mately $130,00Q. 
In addition to the $10,000,000 dam 
tentatively 
planned 
by 
Orange 
county on one of two preferred 
sites, the taxpayers will be in­ 
formed that two other dams costing 
approximately $8,000,000 each, will 
be feasible. One of these would be 
a flood control dam at Lytle creek 
near the Turk ranch in the San 
Bernardino mountains. The other 
would be a dam at the junction of 
the Santa Ana river 
and Bear 
creek. 
A revetment of channels 
to secure flood control and canal­ 
ization in order to avoid evapora­ 
tion would cost between $1,000,000 
and $2,000,000. 
The Santa Ana-Bear creek dam 
would hold 
approximately 
20,000 
acre feet of water. At Lytle creek 
a spreading dam 2,000 feet wide 
spreads the water in a thin stream 
over the lower boulder area where 
It sinks to the underground basin. 
A high dam is needed to hold the 
crest of the flood, however,, there-

that in cold weather the ordinary 
medlum-sised house requires the 
addition to the air of IO gallons 
or more of moisture every twenty- 
four hours. 
The best way to supply this is 
to set shallow pans on all the 
radiators in the house and see that 
they are refilled as socp as the 
water evaporates. 
It is amazing 
how quickly the air takes up the 
water. 
Naturally you are 
curious 
to 
know why this should be done. 
Why isn’t air that has had all the 
moisture dried out of it as health­ 
ful as air with its natural mois­ 
ture? 
All air, by the way, has a 
considerable quantity of water dis­ 
solved in it that we cannot see. 
When air is dried it is going to 
get its moisture somewhere. 
That 
is a natural law. We call it evap­ 
oration. 
And some of the places

Nineteen centuries ago there was bora hi the 
little, and until that moment, the unimportant town 
of Bethlehem in the province of Judea, a boy 
whose life and philosophy of life have had a greater 
influence on the lives of men in Western Nations 
than all other men combined. 
If we lay to one side all the controversial ques­ 
tions regarding his origin, his divinity, his miracles, 
and his resurrection, and take his teachings, his 
philosophy, and his blameless life alone, his influ­ 
ence can be explained. 
Whether or not the story told by the shepherds 
and the wise men of what happened on the night 
he was born is true or whether it was the pardon­ 
able tradition originated by those who, in the light 
of ifter happenings, conceived that these things 
rn i# t have been, makes little difference as to the 
importance of the event There was given to Mary 
and Joseph, and through them to the world, a price­ 
less treasure—a boy whose later profound thinking, 
fearless speech, and exemplification of his own con­ 
clusions have never been matched. 
Even the question as to whose gift lie was is 
relatively unimportant. 
Whether as Christians be­ 
lieve, he was God incarnated or whether he was a 
man with a keener mind than all other men, 
whether he MW things in their true relations and 
had wisdom enoùgfe to profit by his own thinking 
and conclusions, is. for us who have a record of his 
spotless life and his rules pf living, more or less 
immaterial.

From whatever source and impelled by whatever 
motive, the gift of Jesus Christ was the most satis­ 
fying thought-provoking, beneficent gift to the hu­ 
man race. 
Without enlarging upon any of his 
teachings or calling attention to their results in the 
world, a mere incomplete list of his ideas, die value 
of which have never been questioned, and which 
in truth made aa epoch in world history, will again 
arouse our gratitude for the most wonderful gift 
possible to mankind. 
In this relation we may lay to one side the great­ 
en of all his messages, that of atonement and salva­ 
tion, and mention only those teachings which exalt 
the individual spirit and bring happiness to men 
and nations. 
Christ taught: 
Hist all men are brothers and 
then should be the same sort of love between all 
■sen everywhere as between normal blood brothers. 
That:

That: The love for God, or what you conceive to 
be a perfect intelligence, and being possessed of a 
Der feet altruism are the greatest sources of well 
being. 
That: 
Love for aa enemy is a virtue. 
That: 
Hypocrisy » futile as a means of wellbe­ 
ing. 
That: 
Righteousness Is a first consideration. 
That: 
Alleviation of poverty is a prime virtue. 
So. on Christmas day all Christendom celebrates 
the birth of the Master, the supreme gift to mankind. 
It is fitting dint this anniversary seeks to keep 
alive the memory of this gift by giving. 
We ex­ 
change gifts in memory of the gift received. 
A 
symbol or token need not be of great value, and 
indeed it may lose its symbolism if die value be 
great. The idea for which it stands may be over­ 
whelmed in contemplating the importance of the 
gift itself. 
A purely commercial Christmas is to be de­ 
plored. 
We wish to express our goodwill toward 
those who in our personally restricted world, consti­ 
tute all mankind and the gift is the sign of the 
goodwill. 
It is n splendid custom when its origin is 
not forgotten, but when it becomes sordid and com­ 
mercial it loses its sacred significance.
